The arrest of two persons on suspicion of be- 
fog connected with the late robbery of the Ameri- 
can Express Company of 850,000, waa men- 
tioned in the Journal of Saturday, and since that 
time the following particular* have tieen obtained 
from the officers immediately connected with the 
arrest* which havo been mads, and from one ortwo 
other sources. 

On or about the 17th of September last, the Land 
Agent in Dubuque, Iowa, had occasion to send *50,- 
000 in gold coin to the U. S. Seb-Treasury ia New 
York cAy. The specie was carefnlly counted, aad 
packed iu two strong, seated aad irou-bouad boxes, 
containing 825,000 each, and in that form wa* de- 
livered at the office of the American Express Com- 
pany ia Dnbeque. to be by them immediately for- 
warded to New York. 

The two boxes with thel- valuable content* were 
safely conveyed to Chicago, where they were deliv- 
ered into the care and keeping of Samuel C. White 
a messenger in the employ of tbs American Express 
Company, whs took them on board the night train 
for Detroit. At thistime thc boxes are known to 
have been the “original packages.’’ 

At Detroit, the route for White terminated, and 
two box 8 purporting to co usin 825,000 in specie, 
each, were forwarded bv direct line for New Yorki 
ia charge of another nftaseuger. These boxes hail 
upon trtem the original tags and fac similes of all 
the original marks, and were an exact imitation, in 
t particular, of the boxes always used by the 

Land A_;ru; at Dubuque, in forwarding specie to 
the Suo-Treasury. The two boxes reached New 
York on the morning of the 2!*t of September, ap- 
parently in good order, uuie-w it was that the lid to 
■ one of them was a little loose, which circumstance 
attracted the attention of a receiving clerk in the 
1 office of the American Express Company Tbe 
Clerk shook the box, and the jingle of the contents 
sounding altogeth- r too dull and heavy for gold or 
othvr specie, hi* suspicion were *t once aroused. 
aiicA V* forthwith cooferrkd with the Pre ideut of 
xheyompeny, reffiflveTo ike matte. , who directed 
th« boxes to be immediately conveyed to the Sub- 
Treasury, whit .er he accompanied them. 

A number of gentlemen connected with the office 
were called together, and in their presence the box- 
es were opened, bat instead If boding s /3,Ojo in 
either box, each contained about two hundred 
pounds of lead, a portion being in sheet, and the re- 
mainder in the shape of rifle balls. 

This discovery at oace created much Inprise and 
every reasonable measure was speedily adopted to 
ferret out the mystery, and discover the perpetra- 
tors of the robbery. In this connection, it may be 
stated, that on account of the oft- rep rated instances 
iu whicii large amouuts of >ecie are transmitted 
from the West by the Acre wan Express Company, 
and in countctuu with their other extensive bnsi- 
nesi transactions, they have deemed it prud -n' fora 
loug time past to have ia their service sever 1 per- 
sons of experience, to act as a detective force, la 
overlooking or watching- the acts and ifointr- sf their 
other employees; and among the detective force 
thus emplo.td was Mr. Robert H. Be -.t, formerly a 
police officer of Buffalo, who upon learuiug of tbe 
robbery at once devoted his whole time and energy 
in endeavoring to unravel the mystery attending it, 
and Kccuriag the guilty patties. 

Mr. Best ascertained, several days subsequent to 
the robbery, that the original boxes were placed by 
White in the baggage car at Cbicag > in rather a 
careless manner, and be also learned, that »ome four 
weeks after the robbery. White resigned his situa- 
tion as messenger and came o Massachusetts. Mr. 
Best farther tear-ed that about the time of ;he rob- 
bery, Oliver King, who formerly kept the Farmers' 

A Mechanics’ Hotel, .n Lowell, and Wm. C. Ayer, 
formerly a broker at 17 Brattle square, in this city! 
were in company with White in Detroit, and there 
passed several .lays together, stopping at the same 
hotel. It has been erroneously stated that Mr. Best 
received a letter giving him information relative to 
King and Ayer, but on the contrary, tbe facts ascer- 
tained relative to these two persons were tbe result 
of his own personal perseverance and energy. Thus, 
so far as we are at liberty to make public, 'matters 
rested n .til last Wednesday evening, when Mr. Best 
arrived iu this city, in company with two members 
of the American Express Com any. 

On Thursday these gentlemen had an interview 
with the Chief and Deputy Chief of Police, which 
resulted in the procuring of a warrant tor the ar- 
rest of Oliver King, Wil iam C. Aver, Ifounutl C. 
White and John B. Iltzbton, upon* the charge of 
committing the robbery. 

It was ascertained that within tbe past two 
months each of these four men had beeu unusually 
“flush” with gold and other money, aud that Ayer 
had deposited some £5,000 ia gold coin iu the ila- 
verhiil Bank, while King, who was known to have 
been in reduced ciicunisiunccs, had recently invest- 
ed considerable am mats in real estate and other 
property ia the city of Ltwreuce The movements 
and operation* of Hazleton, who was an associate 
of th, other three, led to his being suspected as a 
party interested er con.erned in tbe matter. 

Hiving ascertained that Ayer and King made 
their houre in Lawrence; that Hazleton was staling 
in : .tverhill, and that White was probably in Lon- 
donderry, N. H., where his own father re-ides, or 
in New Salem, N. H., where bre father-in-law lives. 
Deputy Chief Ilam, accompanied by Capt. Savage, 
of the 1st station. Officer Lynch, of ihe Chief’s 
office, and Mr. Be-t, of Buff do, started on Friday 
morning from this city for Lawrence and ether pla- 
ces with the determination cf arresting one and all 
of tbe parties implicated, if by any mean* that ob- 
ject could be effected. 

On arriving at Lawrence, the party tsok an 
apartment at theFrankiiu House; shortly after Mr. 
Ham went into the street to look about and see if 
he conld make any obs.rvations of particular in rar- 
est. Mr. IL in had been absent from the hotel but 
a few minutes when he discovered Ayer riding in a 
buggy, on a street which he felt Conti deal led di- 
rectly out of the city. He immediately hastened 
to the office of the Ci y Marshal of Lawrence, and 
obtained the services of a police officer, shorn he 
directed to procure a fleet team and bi ing it to the 
hotel a* soon as possible, while he hastened thither 
on foot, and related the circumstances to his com- 
panions. 

As he entered thc hotel door, Mr. Ham met King, 
whom he instantly arrested, saying, “I wa.t you. 
sir,” and placed him in the custody of Capt. Savage. 
Nearly as soon as this was done, tbe Lawrenee offi- 
cer was at the door with a team, and Mr. Ham, in 
company with Mr Best, started in pursuit of Ayer, 
whose vehicle they shortly discovered on a by-road. 
They soon overtook the vehicle, which they found 
contained Ayer and another individual, whose name 
wa* not ascertained. Mr. Ham drove up alongside 
of the team he w s pursuing, when Ayer exclaim- 
ed — “For God’s sak , man, don’t run us down'” 
He was promptly answered by Mr. H«m. who ar- 
rested and took him back to the hotel, where he 
wa* placed in custody sf Office; Lynch. 

Messrs Ham and Best nexr u c r! lined the resi- 
dences of Ayer anu King, which Hu y proceeded to 
search, and in Ayer’s house papers were found 
showing that he had recently purchased half the in- 
terest in s livery stable. Two or three gold watches 
were also found, and it was also ascertained that 
both Ayer and King wore gold ch. ins of tbe same 
pattern . 

In searching King;, house, and abo in searching 
his person, papers were fouud i . dicat ing that his re- 
cent money traire actions amounted to nvarlv 812,- 
000. His house was newly famished throughout. 
Silver ware to the estimated value o. some 8300 
was found in it, and in bis possession was found 
nearly 8! .600 ia cash. 

Tbe next object was to secure oae or both of the 
otler scented parties, and to effect this, Messrs. 
Ham and iii-st, with CMy Marshal Clark and another 
officer of Lawrence, proceeded with a double team 
to New Safem, where they called at the residence 
of White's father-in-law, and were there told that 
White bad gone to Londomierry. The officers lost 
no time in starting for that place, bat owing to tbe 
bad condiliou of tbe road, they abandoned their 
team and tor k passage on a train of freight cars 
which was just leaving for Londonderry, where they 
found White's lather, but could gain no infor**sik>n 
from him relative to the whereabouts of bTsshn. 
They ascertained, however, that the fact of the ar- 
rest of Ayer and King had been made known in 
Londonderry, and they could but observe that some 
of the resident* there were not particularly anxious 
to render them facilities for accomplishing their mis- 
sion. 

Under these unfavorable circumstances, it was 
deemed advisable to adopt some new expedient, and 
accordingly two of the officers started in the direc- 
tion of Litchfield, while the two othera proceeded 
in an oppo-ite direction, to Derry, under pretense of 
being in search of stolen hor*e*. On their way to 
Derry, th* officers he*’ d of White having been seen 
a short time previously within a mile or so of his 
father's bouse, but beyond this no trace of him was 
ascertained, and finding further search in that local- 
ity useless, they proceeded to Manchester, where 
they passed the night, and returned to this city on 
Saturday morning. 

In the meantime, White had come to this city, 
and was here arrested, and Ayer and King had been 
brought here from Lawrence. 

During the fore part of the day, Saturday, it was 
ascertained that Hazleton was in Haverhill, an!, 
with tbe aid of thc magnetic telegraph, he was 
there arrested by an officer of that town, and 
brought to this city. 

Saturday aft <m noon the four prisouera were taken 
before Justice Russell, where O. P. Lo d Esq., of 
Salem, and T. A. Parsons, Esq., of Lawrence, ap- 
peared as their counsel. The Gov remen k not be- 
ing ready to proceed, some discussion was had 
relative to tbe amount of bail, and the Justice 
finally ordered , ach of the defendants to recognize 
in 815,000, with sufficient -unties iu the like sum 
for their appearance in the Poiice Court on Wednes- 
day next at 11 o’clock, A. M.,for examination. In 
default of bail the prisoners were committed to jail. 

We are informed but partially in regard to the 
testimony in possession of the officers against either 
of the accused, but they express themselves as 
being confident that the parties arre tted are the 
“right men.” It i* certain that Mr. Be-t is entitled 
to great credit for bis perseverance in tracing the 
sunposed robbers, and the officers of this city, Law- 
rence and Haverhill, who assisted iu makiDg the 
arrests, are entitled to rrvdit for the promptness 
ind energy which they manifesteJ in lem.ing their 
I aid. 

Ms. Thatek and the Grocer's Bane. — The 
rumors to which we ailuJ. d on Saturday, of a 
I defalcation on the part of Mr. Thayer, the Cash- 
I ier of the Grocers' Bank, are, we regret to say, 
well founded. Mr. Thayer has, we understand, 
in some way converted to his own use some ten 
ihousar d dollars of balances due the countrv 
banks, the p-oceeds of which, it is said, he has 
loaned to a friend who ha* foiled, and thus de- 
prived him of tbe power to restore the amount. 
The bank will not lose anything by this new 
trouble, as Mr. Thayer's bond* are ample to cov- 
er the amount of his defalcation.

To day 
we should remember our common lot and com- 
mon humanitv Amidst the distraction and jan- 
gles, the shouldering and shuffling, the riot and 
the race of society; in spite of its small selfish- 
ness. its private animosities, its cares and its 
cruelties; wh Is the bold and eager nature still 
presses on. and the gentle and the generous 
ahnnk among the hindmost; although wrong and 
pitiless outrage bear sway; yet to-day, in this 
blessed Christmas time, we are indeed madder 
than the mad. if the sweet sympathies of the 
season do not stir even our stolid souls; wc are 
deafer than the deaf if we cannot hear some 
faint echo of that celestial chorus which heralded 
peace and good will among men, still pulsing 
through our skies and still a .pealing to our bet- 
ter natures In vain we observe the outward 
forms, in vain we adhere to the decorations and 
the ceremonies of the season, if we have not 
that within which paseelh show, if we have not 
hearts full of loving kindness, one towards an- 
other 

There is, however, scarce time this morning 
for the indulgence of the sentimentality incident 
to the occasion. We shall all — parents and 
children, lovers and friends — be too much occu- 
pied with the day and its duties to give heed to 
the stirring of mere inward feeling — to analyze 
the emotions of the heart.

The grrer: -leaved, acariel-bcr- 
ried holly gleams in every window, and the mis- 
letse bough is pendant from the ceiling. The 
ladies hang the pearl -fruited branch from the 
ceiling, and become debtors in the amount of a 
well-favored, and doubtless well -flavored kias to 
any gentleman who is cunning or |>ersaasive 
enough to lead them under it. on Christmas eve 
or Christmas day. We can well imagine the fair 
ones protesting with all terming earnestness 
against the usage which the pendant bough 

authorises, and we can also conceive how 

careful they are to see that the said bough is sus- 
pended there in time for the pleasantries of 
Christmas eve. No doubt it is the last decora- 
tion that is removed when Christmas day is 



But this is not all of Christmas in Protestant 
England During the night preceding Christ- 
mas day, mors particularly perhaps in the rural 
districts, parties of young men and women form 
themselves into volunteer choirs, and in the still 
hours of night Tisit the residences of their neigh- 
bors and sing their Christinas carols, sometimes 
accompanying vocal by instrumental music. 
During the morning or forenoon Divine worship 
is performed in the churches; during the remain- 
der of the day domestic festivity and mirth are at 
their height. Eliza Cook thus throws the pic- 
ture into a stanza:

In Germany the day is celebrated with eertain 
domestic customs Presents are interchanged 
between parents and childsen with much pleas- 
ant ceremony, and “Kneeht Rupert” performs 
duties aiiuila* to those undertaken by the ubiqui- 
tous Santo Claus m our own coumtry; if indeed 
the irreveuau' crearioa, tu# “Christ-afeld,” to 
whom Rupert m servant, is not mom upon a par 
with our stocking-filling, child-deligh'iag mid- 
night visitor 

But in Rome. Christmas is the peculiar season 
of festivity. The churches call into requisition 
all their splendors for the decoration of their in- 
teriors The Madonna and Child of each church 
are the special objects of attention “The toilet 
of tb« \ irgin.” says a modern writer, “is per- 
formed. and she blazes in diamonds, or shines in 
tin, according to the riches of the respective 
parish treasuries " “In the eburch of the Pan- 
theon,” eaya another writer, “abe was crowned 
with gilt paper and decked with glass beads; and 
on the same day. in Santa Maria Novella, we 
beheld the coal-black face set off with rubies and 
sapphires, which glittered on her dusky visage 
*like a rich jewel in an Ethiop's car.’ ” Min- 
strels fill the streets with their minstrelsy — 
Fireworks throw out their brilliant scintellations, 
outshining the countless tapers in the churches, 
in each of which, and in many private dwellings, 
are erected representations of the Savior’s birth- 
scene — the stable, the shepherds and the oxen, 
and the Virgin Mary rece ring homage. The 
performance of masaea in the churches, and al- 
most unlicensed revelry in the streets, complete 
the outline of Christmas day in Rome — and in 
deed in Italy generally. 

Thus it is throughout the civilized world — 
wherever the story of Christ and the Cross has 
been proclaimed. Such a day, with such ante- 
cedents. such memories, such associations, knits 
together the kindly, genial feelings of men's 
natures, and best bring* about the realization of 
that period when the long-promi-«d era of “peace 
and good will among men” shall dawn upon us; 
and when, indeed, the whole world will join in 
celebrating a “Harry Chaistbas.”

Vanpelt thus describes his last moments; 

With his usual cordial concurrence and manifest 
desire, we kneeled in prayer before the throne of 
heavenly grace — imploring God * mercy and bless- 
ing. He turned in his bed, and put himself in an 
humble devotional posture, and seemed deeply en- 
gaged in the religious service, thanking me, as 
usual, for the prater made for him. 

Calm and composed, I recommended him to the 
mercy ol God and to the world of his grace, with a 
last farewell. At about 2 o’clock, P. M , without a 
groan or a struggle be breathed his last. His 
death was easy aid gentle as a taper in the socket, 
and as a summer's wave that diea upon the shore. 
Thus died Col. Aaron Burr.

Leaving the Foul Party. 

Few persons not thoroughly conversant with 
political matters are aware of the extent of the 
re-action that has been going on in Kentucky 
since the election in August last.

The same influences that compelled 
him to abandon the bulk of the party with which 
he had hitherto co-operated, have been actively at 
work, and have induced thousands of good and 
true Vt higs to act in like manner.

Harp. 

Fourth — The Interview between Nathan and 
David, when he said unto him, “Thou art the 
Man.” 

Fifth — The Good Samaritan, in two parts. 

Sixth — The Prodigal Son, in two parts. 

Seventh — Ruth, Naomi, and Orpah. 

Eighth— Ruth, gleaning in the field of Boaz. 

Ninth — Esther and Ahasureus, in two parts. 

Tenth — Jeptha and D lughter, in three parts. 

Eleventh — Rebecca at the Well, in three 
parts, the servant asking for drink; receiving a 
drink; putting on the Bracelets. 

A beautiful silver tea sett, a present from the 
Sunday School, was then presented, with a neat 
speech, by one of the pupils, John Goddard, in 
behalf of the School, to Rev. Mr. Heywood, the 
beloved pastor of the Society. This was kept a 
secret from him until the moment of the presen- 
tation. 

The pastor responded with much feeling and 
affection. 

After this, a large and beautiful stand, made 
for the occasion, was brought forward on the 
platform, loaded with presents from the teachers 
to every child in the congregation. The scene 
was beautiful, and all were delighted and grati- 
fied. We noticed that the older persons present 
enjoyed it with as much pleasure as the young 
est child, 

We hope to see many returns of such happy 
scenes among our young friends. A more beau 
tiful entertainment we have seldom witnessed. 
Everything was well done, and went off in the 
finest style. We heard many express their sat- 
isfaction, astonishment and delight, and each 
picture represented was decided by different ones 
as the best, proving all to have been most clev- 
erly designed and executed. Having witnessed 
the great delight of the children on the occasion, 
we no longer wonder at the powerful hold our 
Unitarian friends have upon the affections of the 
youth who attend their well conducted Sabbath 
School.

The Hog: Market. 

The marke- continues dull, and in consequence 
of the cold weather packing operations are limit- 
ed. The receipts of hogs are still heavy, and the 
pens are all full with the arrival yesterday of 
1,000 hogs from Nashville, for Atkinson & 
Thomas. They came by way of the river, in a 
boat towing a pair of barges. Jarvis & Co. 
yesterday, received a drove of 700 hogs from 
Westpoint. We hear of sales of a few small lots 
of hogs at six cents on four months time. 

A. W. Macklin, at Frankfort, has slaughtered 
12,650 hogs, and has a few hundred more en- 
gaged. The packing at Oregon, Kentucky river, 
had reached 3,000, with another tnousand en- 
gaged, and the expectation of two thousand 
more, as farmers in that region who intended to 
drive to this market, in anticipation of high 
prices, would probably keep theirTiogs at home 
and pack them there. 

At Madison, la., as we learn from the Cornier 
of Monday evening, David White had killed 24,- 
880 hogs, with 4,000 in pen, and the expectation 
of killing 50,000 in the season. S. B. Scring Ac 
Co. had slaughtered 10,000 hogs, and Cobb Ac 
Godman 6,000. 

At Cincinnati the packing this season, up to 
the 25th, had amounted to 301,638 hogs, against 
256,726 at the same period last seasoD. The 
following extract is from the Cincinnati Frice 
Current, of the 25th: 

In prices of hogs .here has been no material 
change from last Tuesday's currency, but the trade 
has been, for the Most part, dull and heavy. Packers 
exhibit less confidetce in the trade now, than when 
prices were near a dollar a hundred higher, and 
products, compared with the price of hogs, are 
lower now than they were then. 'Packers, as al- 
ready intima ed, operate sparingly, snd the balk of 
the business of ths past week was done on account 
of country dealers, who preferred packing to selling 
at current rates. The condition of the market has 
led to a commencement of packing operations at 
places in the interior, where it was supposed little 
or nothing would be done. At Louisville the price 
of hogs is nominally §6, but there arc none selling. 
At St. Louts the market is dull at $5,25. Prices 
being higher here than any other market, the cur- 
rent of supplies continues to be in this direction; 
and as farmers are disposed to feed as late as possi- 
ble, we look for the receipts in January to he heav- 
ier than in the corresponding month in former 
years. 

Foreign Periodicals. 

With the new year will commence new vol- 
umes of Messrs. Leonard Scott & Co ’s (of New 
York city,} reprints of the British periodicals. 
Their list includes the Quarterly, the Edinburgh, 
the North British, and the Westminster Re- 
views, and Blackwood’s Magazine. The Quar- 
terly, which was long under the management of 
Lockhart, the son-in-law of Sir Walter Scott, is 
now edited by the Rev. Whitwell Elwyn, who 
displayed so much ability as a contributor to the 
Review that Lockhart strongly recommended 
him as his successor. Sir E. Bulwer Lytton, the 
great novelist, is one of the chief contributors 
to the Quarterly, which maintains its high rep- 
utation as the representative of English Conser- 
vatism. The Edinburgh, which, since its former 
editor, Sir George Cornwall Lewis, was appoint- 
ed Chancellor of the Exchequer, has been edited 
by Mr. Reeve, is still the same earnest and un- 
sparing advocate of Whig principles as in the days 
of Sidney ,%nith and Lord Jeffrey. The North 
British is conducted by Prof. F raser, aided by an 
unrivalled corps of contributors, among whom 
are Archbishop Whately, Dr. W he we 11, Sir Da- 
vid Bicwster, Rev. Charles Kingsley, Professors 
Cunningham and Blackie, the Duke of Argyle, 
and others eminent in literatuie, science and the- 
ology. The Westminster, called “liberal,” is, >« 
fact, radical and infidel, and is edited with origi- 
nality and ability worthy of better principles. Its 
quarterly summary of English and foreign litera- 
ture, is, however, a valuable feature. Black- 
wood, though as slurJidty Tory as ever, is con- 
ducted so admirably in all respects excepting its 
politics, that it is no where more popular than in 
this country. The reprints of all these publica- 
tions can be had for ten dollars a year, little 
more wc believe, than it would cost to import 
one of them; while thn American publisher's ar_ 
rangements for procuring advance sheets enable 
them to place the reprints in the hands of read- 
ers here almost as soon as the original editions 
can be obtained. The most learned, ingenious 
and eloquen writers of Great Britain are en- 
gaged on these Reviews, and their carefully 
elaborated articles are ot great value in guiding 
the reader to the formation of a sound opinion on 
the great questions of the day in religion, poli- 
tics, art, literature and science. We do not 
know how ten dollars could be more profitably 
nvested by any one capable of reading and think- 
ing than in subscribing to these reprints. 

Christmas with the Hoosiers — The doubt 
in the minds of scholars and historians as to the 
appropriateness of observing the 25th of Decem- 
ber as the anniversary of the nativity of Christ, 
seems to divest that day of mueh of its wonted 
sacredness in some quarters; and our Salem- 
ander friends, of Washington county Ind., select- 
ed the recent return of the day as an occasion for 
a little merriment. The very respectable and in- 
dependent order of “Have-Nothings” turned out 
in proeession, headed by Capt. Heffern and their 
excellent band of music. Their appearance in 
their various regalia and costumes was exciting 
and ludicrous in the extreme, and was the decid- 
ed feature of the day in Salem. Everything pass- 
ed off quietly, orderly and satisfactorily to all. 

trt The following is from the Washington Star: 
We understand that the Secretary of the Treasu- 
ry has tendered to J. Ross Frown, Esq, of this 
city, now the special agent of the Treasury De- 
partment in California, the Chief Clerkship of the 
Bureau of the Sixth Auditor of the Treasury _ 
made vacant by the reecnt death of the late es- 
timable, useful, and so universally respected 
Judge T. J. Johnson. The selection is a capital 
one. Mr. Brown, besides being a literateur of 
fine abilities and considerable fame, has proved 
himself, through his connection with the affairs 
of the Treasury Department, to be one of the 
most competent officers that have so far been in 
that branch of the public service. 

CniSTM as Curiosities. — There is extant among 
the Harleian MS., in the British Museum, a 
strange prophecy foretelling what the character- 
istics of the future year will be from the day of 
the week on which the previous Christmas comes. 
That for the coming year is — according to the old 
manuscript — as follow: 

If Christmas dar on Tuesday be. 

That rear shall manr women die, 

And that winter gro-.v great marvels; 

Ships shall be in great perils; 

That year shall kings and lord* be slain, 

And manr other people near them. 

A dry summer that year *hall be, 

Aa al 1 that are born therein may see; 

They shall be strong and covetous. 

If thou s‘eal aught thou losestthy life, 

For thou shalt die through sword or knife; 

But if thou fall sick.’t is certain, 

Thou shalt turn to life again. 

Thus if there be any truth in antique pro- 
phecy, 1856 will in its beginning witness “grc'.t 
marvels.” We expected as much from the way 
matters have begun at Washington. 

The Weather. — Winter is at last upon us in 
good earnest. Christmas was cold, and late in 
the evening windy and snowy. During the 
night the clouds cleared away, and at sunrise 
yesterday morning the thermometer in the city 
stood at 6 degrees above zero. In Pewec Val- 
ley, sixteen miles distant, and upwards of 400 
feet above the level of Louisville, it was, in ex- 
posed situations, 3 degrees below zero. Our own 
thermometer, at that place, at 8 o'clock yesterday 
morning, was 1 degree below zero. Last night 
was still cold, but evidently moderating. 

Coining by Air Power. — I t is not generally 
known that the whole of the gold and silver coins 
of England are struck by atmospheric pressure, 
or, in other words, that the air we breathe coins 
our money. By a beautiful yet complicated ar- 
rangement of pneuma'ie valves, levers, springs, 
and other mechanical appliances, the air is made 
to exert its vast weight in rapid alternations upon 
a series of pistons, which, again connect with the 
.presses, carry down the diea upon the discs of 
metal to be coined with unerring precision and 
force, and thus create money.

The Hog market. 

We hear of nothing doing excepting the daily 
slaughter at the pork houses, which continues 
unabated, with not less than 10,000 hogs being 
killed every day. Prices are nominally $6 net 
for hogs, with a sale of lard at 10 cents, in 
tierces. 

The receipts of hogs are still heavy from all 
directions, though the Kentucky hogs are nearly 
all in. A lot of some 800 were due by the Rain- 
bow, from Rockport, last evening, the last from 
that quarter. 

A lot of 517 hogs, from Scott county, avera- 
ging 300 pounds, were offered a day or two ago 
at less than 6 cents cash, but, finding no purcha- 
ser, the owner had them slaughtered and packed 
on his own account. 

Destructive Fire at Evauavillc. 

We learn from the Evansville Enquirer that, 
on the morning of the 24th inst., a fire broke out 
in Robert Fergus' cabinet shop, from an old 
stove pipe. That building was soon destroyed, 
and the Court House, some forty feet distant, 
then caught in the cornice, and was soon entirely 
destroyed. The Court House was a splendid 
building, just finished, and the loss will be $30,- 
000 or 840,000. Mr. Fergus' loss is 85,000. 
There was no insurance on any of the property. 
The books and papers in the Court House were 
saved. 

— We learn from the 
Frankfort Yoeman that at present there is the 
largest number of convicts ever before confined 
in the Penitentiary at one time:

He was once imprisoned in Massachusetts for 
his opposition to the law taxing all for the sup- 
port of the “established church.”

Thb River was falling tolerably that yesterday, 
with nine feet water in the canal last evening, by 
the mark, and six feet on the falls, for steamboats. 
During the previous twenty-fonr hour* the river 
had receded eight inches. The weather yesterday 
was quite moderate, with the thermometer bat a 
few degrees below the freezing point, a great change 
from the temperature of the day previous. 

The Northerner and North Star came up over the 
MU yesterday morning, through the middle chute, 
while several heavier boats took the Cincinnati 
chute. 

The Northerner, with the Southerner in tow, in 
charge of Capt. Hamilton, falls pilot, went over the 
falls last evening to lay op a while nt Skippingport. 

UP* Freights to the South yesterday were dull at 
a slight decline on the rates of the day previous, 
with shipments of pork at ninety cents per barrel. 
Lard was taken at eighty-five cents per barrel, and 
and one dollar per tierce; floor, seventy cents per 
barrel. 

Burning of the Charleston — Lives Lost. 
— We briefly mentioned in the Courier yesterday 
the destruction of the Memphis packet Charleston 
by fire in the Ohio river. We learn from Captain 
McLean, of the Argonaut, from St. Louis, who 
brought up the passengers of the unfortunate boat 
that she caught fire in the engine room Friday 
night, just below Golconda, while under way, and 
in the course of five minutes was completely en- 
veloped in flames. The boat fortnnately was run- 
ning close to shore, and she was promptly landed, 
made fast with a line, and the passengers and crew 
all saved with the exception of a free negro fire- 
man, from Circinnati, who was lost, either burnt 
or jumped overboard. 

The flames of the burning boat spread with 
such rapidity that but few passengers saved their 
baggage. The clerk attempted to secure the mo- 
ney and papers in the iron safe, bat was only able 
to save one package of money belonging to a pas] 
senger. All the money, books and other valuables 
belonging to the boat were lost. The fire origi- 
nated among the cotton stored in the engine room, 
and when first discovered was apparently no larger 
than a man's hand, bat it spread with the greatest 
rapidity, defying all efforts to quench it. The boat 
had about 900 bales of cotton on board, and, as a 
precaution, Captain Bugher prohibited the use of 
fire in the deck stove. It was thought the fire was 
communicated from the pipe of a deck passen- 
ger. 

Most of the passengers and crew came np on the 
Argonaut. The captain and clerk got off of her at 
Evansville to go to Cincinnati by railroad. The 
bo at was owned in that port, and worth :ully $25,- 
000. The boat, after she had first landed near Gol- 
conda, burnt her lines loose, and floated six or 
seven miles down the river, and sunk near Bay City, 
in deep water. The upper works had been burnt 
to th* water’s edge, and when the High-Flyer 
passed np, soon after, the Charleston had ferever 
disappeared from the face of the waters. It was 
thought that a deck passenger and one of the crew 
were lost, though nothing definite was known. 

As the burning boat drifted down along the Illi- 
nois shore her flames set fire to the trees in many 
places, which weie still burning when the High 
Flyer came np. An effort was made by the crew 
to secure the boat to the shore by her chain cable, 
bat she parted her lines before they could make 
the chain fast. 

Heavy Cargoes.— T he largest cargo ever taken 
down the Mississippi was by the John Simonds re- 
cently from Memphis. She was boilt at Pittsburgh 
as a freight boat and her big cargo consisted of 
5,247 bales of cotton, and 1,500 bags of corn. As- 
suming a bale of cotton to weigh 500 lbs., which is 
an over-estimate, her cargo amounts to 1,400 tons. 

The Eclipse, on her last trip to New Orleans, was 
at Memphis with 1201 tons of freight, aad her 
guards then clear of the water — an evidence that 
she was not fully laden by at least 400 tons, as a 
boat is not at her greatest bearing until the guards 
touch the surface of the water. Captain Sturgeon 
intended to test the foil capacity of his beat thia 
trip, bat the low stage of water prevented him. 



‘•The Study of History • 

The lecture last night, by Rev. Dt. Plummer, I 
before the Yeung Men's Association, was heard 
by an audience of very respectable size, though 
not so large as we hope to see attending the fu- 
ture lectures of the course. 

Dr. Plummer began by giving the derivation 
and signification of the word history. He briefly j 
reviewed its division into ancient and modem, I 
sacred and profane, and mentioned several im- | 
portant traits necessary in those who would pur- 
sue its study with profit and plsasure. Of these 
was a knowledge of Chronology and Geogra- 
phy; strict impartiality and a love of liberty. 
Having descanted upon these topics. Dr. P. gave 
a resume of the leading writers of history. 

He alluded to Heredotu* as the Father of His- 
tory, although a very credulous and unreliable 
author; to Thucydides, Zenophon and others of 
the Greeks. Anting the Latins the pictured 
page of Livy and the style of Tacitus were his 
favorites. Hume met with approval, and Gib- 
bon's style and matter with reprobation. Mac- 
aulay was regarded as a splendid word painter 
and a great friend of freedom. Prescott’s works 
were spoken of as immortal. No proper histories 
have yet been written of Modern Europe, the 
English authors having all been prejudiced and 
bias. 

After noticing the conflicting theories relative 
to the origin of the Aborignes o‘ America, Dr. P. 
mentioned the historical works of Robertson, 
Irving and Bancroft, with reference to the various 
biographies of great men. That of Washington 
by Irving he spoke of as destined to live and be 
read while time should last. 

In the course of his lecture Dr. Plummer paid 
a high tribute to Roger Williams and the Bap- 
tists of Rhode Island, as the first persons in any 
age or country to announor and defend the glo- 
rious doctrine of perfect civil and religious lib- 
erty. 

He was also quite enthusiastic in reference to 
Napoleon, as the greatest man in the past thou- 
sand years, or perhaps the greatest who had 
ever lived. His eulogy of tho great commander 
and law-giver was at some length, during which 
he contrasted many of his peculiarities with those 
of leading cotemporaries and rivals. 

The lecture concluded by an earnest argument 
demonstrating the power of God in History. It 
was a pleaaant, instructive and entertaining 
hour’s entertainment by a man of acknowledged 
ability, but who on this occasion did not choose 
to make the powerful discourse he might have 
furnished. 

The next lecture will be delivered by Dr. 
Plummer, on Saturday night. His subject will 
be “The Duties and Responsibilities of the 
Young Men of America.” 

Visit to the Insane Asylnm. 

Freaks ef the Lunatics- A Nephew of .King 
George III— A Heal Madman. 

On Wednesday of last week the members elect 
of the Legislature, from New York City, and a 
number of officials, paid a visit to the Blooming- 
dale Lunatic Asylum. The N. Y. Evening Post 
gives the following interesting account of the 
visit: 

The reception of the company by the patients 
was deeply interesting, though sad. Some seemed 
gay and happy, while others could not be induced 
to throw off their melancholy and dejection. In 
one of the rooms a stoat, elderly man greeted the 
party with familiarity, and shook their hands with 
as much fervor as if they had been his oldest 
friends. Then he threw np his arms, and, with 
much dignity, said he was a nephew of King 
George the Third, bat not a Tory. He sang 
“Brace s Address ’ with great spirit, and recited a 
patriotic speech. He was down upon cowards, and 
expressed his conviction that a man onght to be 
damned who would net die for liberty. 

The company were ushered into another room, 
where th^re were a number of patients, by a well 
dressed, talkative woman, herself a patient, who 
seemed delighted with the company. She showed 
them a number of curiosities, paintings, engrav- 
ings, Ac., and then handing out half a dozen strips 
of white paper, asked them to subscribe to a char- 
itable object in which she seemed interested. She 
had been quite fortunate thus far, having obtained 
subscriptions already for over a hundred thousand 
dollars. It was thought best to put down ten 
thousand for the Legislative party. This was ac- 
cordingly done, and tho woman danced about the 
hall with great joy at her success. 

Passing into another hall, they beheld a madman 
crouched upon the floor, almost naked. The oolv 
covering be bail was a blanket,. with a part of which 
he covered his loins. He was a maniac, and no 
clothing could be kept upon his body, or a bed in 
♦is room, as he invariably tore them into shreds. 
While the gentlemen were gazing at him through 
the door grating, be raised his head from between 
his knees, and gave snch a demoniacal look that 
few Witt forget it Ha appeared * very stoat, strong 
man, and we should t'dnk weighed about one hun- 
dred and seventy pounds. 

There were two old ladies in one of the rooms 
who have been inmates of the asylum for the last 
fifty years. They are maiden sister*. The oldest 
is eighty-four and acts as housekeeper, while the 
youngest (eleven years difference in their ages.) 
sustains the character *f a fine lady. They both 
dress in th* most antiquated style, with caps that 
come down to the eyebrows and extend twelve or 
fourteen inches below the head on the back part. 
The old lady was much pleased with the visitors, 
and exclaimed, while they were gathered around 
her, “what a lot of pretty gentlemen!” 

One of the male pa: tents, who appeared to have 
the Yankee weakness for a bargain, wished to open 
a trade with the company for a cow. Another with 
hair, about fifty yean of age, was in fine spirits, 
and was waiting to take a trip in a balloon. In one 
of the halls they encountered a tall young man, 
whose mind seemed to be rnnniag upon Spiritual- 
ism. He said if one of the gentlemen would go te 
France be wonld communicate with him in an in- 
stant He was exceedingly earnest in his convic- 
tions, and said that all the company would die be- 
fore to-morrow. “How is that:’’ said one of the 
gentlemen. “I am the Almighty,” he replied, “and 
can do it.” He wanted some favor, however, and 
finding that it coaid not be granted if it was his in- 
tention to destroy all hands, he concluded that we 
might live on a while longer. 



The Dead Men’s Team on thb Old Colont 
Roab. — T he Old Colony Memorial published at 
Plymouth, Mass., narrates an incident which is 
sufficiently marvellous to please the most ardent 
believers in signs and wonders: 

It states, as a matter of common notoriety in 
Plymouth, that during the last summer months, 
between three and four o’clock in the morning, 
there wao regularly and distinctly heard upon the 
railroad the whistle as of an approaching train. 
As it is well'known, however, that no train pass- 
ed over th? road a*, such a time in the morning,

The Death of Sir Johst FruaJklin 

Awerlalaed. 

We find in the Minnesota Pwnaer and Demo- 
crat a report of the discoveries of an exploring 
party sent out by th* British Government, to 
obtain additional information, if possible, of the 
fete of Sir John Pranklin's party, to that brought 
hack by Dr Rae. Tn# party wan under the 
charge of James Green SteWart, a chief trader 
of the Hudson Bay Company, and Mr James 
Anderson, another employee of the Company. 
The party started from the Carlton House, m 
54 deg. North latitude, on the 7th of Fet^ary. 
1855, and proceeded to Fort Chipewyau, at the 
head of Lake Athabasca, in latitude 58 deg , 
where they arrived on th* 5th of March. Hero 
they remained until the 26*h pi May, making 
boats and preparing to go to t he -Arctic sea by 
water, when they resumed their journey down 
the Peace riveT, and on the 30th of May arrived 
at Fcrt Resolution, which is situated on an is- 
land in Slave Lake, about latitude 61 degrees 
North. 

At Fert Resolution the party was joined by Mr. 
Anderson, who, with Mr Stewart, bad been ap 
point. -d to the command of the expedi ion. Here 
another delay was made for the purpo*# of re rgaai- 
satioo, and making the 'ast preparations, befoto at- 
tempting to penetrate th* interminable frozen 
North. Tbeie airungeuents completed, the party 
started out on the 22d day of June for the bead of 
Great Fish river, or as it is known on the 
Backtnver, in latitude about 64 degs. N. Thence 
they followed the coarse of the stream to the Arctic 
ocean. Mr. Stewart represents the navigation of 
this river as extremely dan g**rou»— being obstr ucted 
by over one hundred difficult rapids. Over all 
these, however, with nothing more substantial than 
birch bark canoes, they passed in safety, and ar- 
rived nt its mouth on the 30th of July. 

Here they met with E-iqaimax, who corroborated 
the reports of Dr. Rae. and directed them to Mon- 
treal Island, a short distance from the month of 
Back river, as the spot where, according to their 
instructions, they were to commence minute explo- 
ration. From thb time until the 9th Aogtut, the 
party were industriously engaged in searches on 
the island, and on the main land, between 67 and 
69 deg. North latitude. We cannot recapitulate the 
perils eec aped, and privations endured, by th* brave 
band while seeking to find traces of their country- 
men who had perished on those desolate shone. 
Throe times they providentially escaped being 
“nipped,” as Mr Stewnrt expressed U, or crushed 
between moving mountains of ice. 

At last on Montreal Island, where their explora- 
tions commenced, they fomd snow shoes, known 
to be of English make, with the name of Dr. Stan- 
ley, who was surgeon of Sir John Franklin'* ship, 
the Erebus, cut in them by a knife. Afternarde 
they found on the same island a boat belonging to 
the Franklin expedition, with the name ••Terror” 
still distinctly visible. A piece of this boat co*. tam- 
ing this name was brought along with him bv Mr. 
Stewart. Among the Esquimaux were found iron 
kettles corre*pond;ng in shape and sine jrith those 
furnished the Franklin expeditioa, and bearing the 
mark of the British Government. Other artieles 
known to have belonged to the expidition, were ob- 
tained from the Esquimaux, and brought by the 
party for deposit with the British Government. 
No bodies, however, were found or traces of any 
The report of the Esquimaux was, that one man 
died on Montreal Island, and that the balance of the 
party wandered on the beach of the main land op- 
posit-, until, worn out by fatigue and sterv :uoa. 
they, one by one, laid themselves down and died 
too. 

The Esquimaux reported farther that Indiansfhr 
to the north of them, who had seen the ships of 
Franklin's party, and visited them, stated that thev 
both had been crus'ied between the iceberg*-*. Mr 
Stewart took especial pains to ascertain whstker 
the party had come to their death by fair n.ea: s or 
foul. Bnt to every enquiry, the Esquimaux pro- 
tested that they had died of starvation. 

The party began their return journey on the 
9th of August, and reached St. Paul on the 11th 
inst., which place Mr. Stewart left on the 12t!i for 
thj Hudson Bay headquarters at Lucheve, Can- 
ada, to make his report. 

The Paine tr says “no traces were found Wy the 
Esquimaux to indicate that even in their last ex- 
tremity they had forgotten their manhood, ind 
preyed on one another.”

of an event so interesting to Americans. 

We have lettero from Mr Beach to the date of 1 
his departure from Nice, but no allusion is made 
in them to the reported death. Mr. 8chu% ler. no 
doubt, lived in gTeat privacy, but there wouM he 
no motive for concealing his death at Nice, and 
had it occurred at the time and place named, 
would, almost certainly, have come to the knowl- 
edge of the American Consul

XXX 1 VTH CONGRESS-FIRST SESSION. 

Monday' * Proceedings. 

Washington, Dec. 24.— Senate.— Af er the 
transaction of some unimportant business, the 
Senate adjourned over until Thursday. 

Horse — Mr. Leiter eaid that having from time 
to time received two votes tor Speaker, he wished 
it to be distinctly understood that he ha 1 never 
been a candidate and never would be. He stated 
thin lest it shonld be suspected there was something 
peculiar in his position. He bad as constantly and 
as consistently voted for Mr. Banks as any man in 
the House. 

Mr. Stewart, ia explanation of the reasi.n* why 
he had been voting tor Mr. Richardson, said the 
position of the latter and also that of Mr Fuller 
had been explained dislinctlv and explicitly, but 
that of Mr. Banks has not ' He asked Mr. Banks 
whether he had ever said in a speech in the H use 
that be would let the Union slide. 

Mr Banks replied: In that speech he had said 
their might be such a state of things in w rich he 
wonld so consent. He bad reference to future con 
tingencies. such aa the prostitution of the Govern- 
ment's gigantic power to the snpport of a single 
institution— slavery. He was for the Union us it 
is, and would meet its exigencies in a fair lit Id. He 
was for it as s guarantee of the rights of the 
States and the main prop of our Government, aud 
wonld have it stand on the records of history, in 
the language of Washington, crowned with immor- 
tal fame. 

Mr. femith. of Virginia, was net satisfied with the 
answer of the gentleman — did yon say, he asked, 
that under certain circumstances you would let the 
Union slide? 

Mr. Banks. I have said til I desired to ray. 

Mr. Smith. I wish it to be distinctly undi rstood 
that those who susta n Mr. Banks are voting for 
him with the knowledge that in certain contingen- 
cies he would let the Union slide. 

Mr. Grow — 1 ask the gentleman and every mem- 
ber who has been here for the last four years’ wheth- 
er such a declaration has not been repeat- d from 
lime to time by some of those now voting for Rich- 
ardson: That they were willing to dissolve the 
Union and let it slid - in a certain contingency. We 
stand here, be said, to support the constitution as 
it is explained by the fathers of the Republic aud 
contemporaneous repor's for over GO years. We 
say we are not willing to take any other construc- 
tion, or that slavery shall go wherever oi r flag 
floats 

Mr Rust believed from the beginning tha' all the 
debate was out of order as the first basin ss was 
the election of Speak' r 

The proposition pending when the House ad- 
journed, Saturday, that no debate shall be in order 
till a Speaker is elected, was then laid on the table. 

A resolution was then offered to elect a 8 taker 
by the plurality vote, but it was rejected by 15 ma- 
jority. 

The House then proceeded to ballot for Speaker, 
with the following result: 

Banks 101; Richards jn 72; Fuller 37; Scattering 
11. No choice. 

House then adjourned till Wednesday. 

Mr. Stewart submitted a proposition declaratory 
of national principles on which a Speaker of the 
Hoasr should stand. 

Mr. Colfax stated that if Mr. Stewart would ac 
oept as a substitute, a proposition opposing the an- 
nexation of Cuba and apwroving the annexation of 
that part of Oregon which was surrendered to 
Great Britai a by Mr. Polk, he might vote with that 
gentleman. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Bocock raised the q lestioa that the order of 
law required that a Speaker be elected and the 
members sworn before the transaction of anv other 
business. 

Mr. Boyce asked sir. Banks, among other ques- 
tions: Are you in favor of recognising Havti and 
receiving a black minister’ Do you favor tlie abro- 
gation of the fugitive slave law and tbe abolition of 
slavery itrthc District of Columbia’ Cries fi om the 
friends of Mr. Banks. “Call the roll,” and much 
canfusion . 

Mr. Banks replied to Mr. Boyce, and said he rec- 
ollected that Mr. Richardson, being a candidate for 
Speakership, has declined giving answers to ques- 
tions propounded to him. (Laughter.) Cries of 
“Good,” “Call the roll.” 

Mr. Fl'irenco made an ineffectual motio.i to ad- 
journ till Thursday, in order to enable the numbers 
to participate in Christmas religious and so< ial ob- 
servations. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Brooks, referring to the enunciations of Mr. 
Banks and Mr. Grow, said that in the reverse con- 
tingency he was willing to let the “Union slide;” if 
the gentlemen of tbe other side, who supported Mr. 
Banks, have that fixed determination, he wanted 
his constituents to know it. He desired that the 
issue be made here, that it might be frankly met if 
necessary. 

Mr. Shorter allhough voting for Mr Richardson 
was willing to nnite upon some other conseivativc 
candidate, with those who believe the Missouri 
Compromise hue shonld not b« restored in order to 
effect an election. 

The House then on motion resumed ballot lug for 
Speaker, with tbe following result: Banns 101; 
Richardson 72; Fuller 31; scattering 11; necessary 
to a choice 106 — no election. 

Mr. NicboL- offered a resolution for the election of 
Speaker by the plurality vote, which was laid on 
the table — yeas 116; nays 101. 

Mr. Orr moved that when the House adjourned it 
be till Thursday. 

Mr. Giddings — We have no power to cdjonrn 
over. If the motion is agreed to the majority may 
come here to-morrow, reverse the older, and elect a 
Speaker. 

Mr. Orr— If a Speaker were elected undi r such 
circumstances, the majority would find “Jordan a 
hard road to travel." (Laughter.)

Steamer Northern Light Detained 

New York, Dec. 24, P. M.— Shortly ufler 2 
o’clock this afternoon the U. S. Marshal received* 
despatch from Washington ordering the seizure 
and detention of the steamship Northern Light, for 
Nicaragua, and officers were sent on board to de- 
tain her. The counsel of the Transit Company de- 
clared that the vessel should sail at the usual hoar. 
Subseqaently, however, the captain of the ship 
went to the office of the U. S. District Attorney to 
see what arrangement could be made, but the re- 
sult of the interview is not known. About 4 
o’clock the Northern Light got under way, but had 
not proceeded far before she was intercepted by a 
revenue cutter, which fired two guns across the 
bow of the steamer and brought her to. Two oth- 
er cutters afterwards proceeded to assist iu stop- 
ping the steamer. Between 300 and 400 young men 
were found on board, whose appearance indicated 
that they were Nicaraguan adventurers. One of 
them confessed that they were such, and had been 
engaged by Parker H. French and others. When 
tbe Northern Light left her dock she had on board 
the three officers who bad been detained to take 
her in charge. 

Arrived. 

New Haven, Dec. 24.— The abandoned discovery 
ship Resolute, which was taken possession of by 
Capt. Bridg ngton, of the wh&lesnip Geo. Henry, 
in September last, and safely brought into New 
London, arrived there yesterday with her arma- 
ment, stores, and equipments, as complete as when 
abandoned. They were estimated to be worth 
9100,000. When found she had drifted about 1,000 
miles from the place of her abandonment.

Lriter From Africa. 

W« have been furnished with the following 
letter for publication by the party to whom it 
was addressed. It is from a young man who 
formerly belonged to our esteemed fellow-citizen 
Wm Garvin, Esq., and who sailed for Liberia 
in April last. It will be seen that he is delightetjj 
with the country, and thinks it is the very place 
for the colored man: 

Cape Palmas, Africa, ) 
Aagust 22, 1855. 1 

Dear Sir: I take pleasure in writing to you, to 
let you know how I am pleased with this couutry, 
and how I am. I am very well at present. I have 
had the fever, and, sir, it is no more than the chills 
and fever which yon have in the States. It lasts 
about two hoars, or maybe two days. It ia nothing 
if yon keep your mind off the things at home. You 
must not study about home when yon are going 
through the fever, aDd it will go very light with 
anybody that comes to this country. 

The people here are very agreeable, and they pay 
every attention to all the emigrants that come to 
Cape Palmas, vhi e going through the fever. 

I did not stop at Monrovia, nor up St. Paul River, 
as 1 did not like either the places or the people in 
them, wjo look like they wau your money and 
you may go. The ship lay there sixteen days. 
We bad one hundred and fonr emigrants over to 
Monrovia, thirty of whom came to Cape Palmas, 
which is about fonr hundred aud eighty miles from 
Monrovia. We h*d a very pleasant trip, coming 
over in company with Mr Hoffman, his wife find 
daughter, aud Miss Williford, missionaries. The 
captain was very kind indeed, and treated me ns if 
be had known me from a child. He gave me free 
passage down to Cape Palmas. The sai'ors were 
also very kind, and some even cried when I left the 
ship. 

bir, I am compiled to say that this is the colored 
mans home, and no other place bnt Africa is. We 
have plenty to eat and d ink. Everything that 
grows iu America grows here, so no man need 
starve that comes here. We have beef, pork, mut- 
ton. ducks, chickens, A , in abundance; so, sir, 
“All that will, let them come,” and be respected as 
gentlemen and ladies, aud uot as the off-scouring of 
tbe earth. 

This is a great country. I am going to be a farm- 
er, I believe, in the neighborhood of Cape Pahu.is, 
about one acd a half miles ia the count -y.

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XXXIVTU CONGRESS— FIRST SESSION. 

Wednesday's Proceedings. 

Washington, Dec. 19. — Senate. — Mr. Clayton 
presented memorials praying for indemnity for 
French spoliations prior to 1800. He said be pro- 
posed, at an early day, to call them up and address 
the Senate on the subie t. He ‘now merely re- 
marked that tbe President’s veto message or last 
session was received at so late a period that it was 
impossible to discuss it fully. He believed the sin- 
gle ilea upon which the whole message was predi- 
cated was an error in (act. It proceeded on the 
ground that the claimants were paid under the 
treaty of Louisiana to the U. 8. in 1803. The re- 
cords of the State Department show this not to be 
the fact. He would, however, discuss it fully st s 
future day. 

Messrs. Brodhead and Crittenden presented me- 
morials from naval officers complaining of the action 
of the retiring board. 

Mr. Jones, of Tennessee, submitted a resolution 
calling on the Secretary of the Navy for the pro- 
ceeds is of that board and the evidence on which 
they acted. 

Mr. Clayton thought that the subject should not 
be discussed in open session. 

After further debate, the resolution was laid over, 
and the Senate went into executive session. 

House. — M r. Thorington withdrew bis resolution 
providing for the election of Speaker by plurality, 
as the member^ desired another vote viva v- ce, 
but he would renew the proposition to-day and 
morrow. 

Mr. Campbell, of Ohio, said there were some 
things said in the discussion yesterday which might 
create adiapo ition on his part to reply, particular- 
ly to Mr. Himphrey Mar ball, who would read out 
of the American organization every m raber of tbis 
body who had not coine hither with a padlock on 
his tongue. 

The dissuasion he regarded as premature, bnt 
waa willing to meet the gentleman, agreeing as he 
did with him on the material points of American- 
ism on one haud, and the unbroken phalanx of ad- 
vocates of the Nebruk.i bill on the other. He de- 
sired to throw no ob«ac!es in tbe way of an organ- 
ization, and hoped the clerk would proceed to call 
the roll. 

Cries of “Call the roll.” 

The House then proceeded again to vote for 
Speaker. 

Washington, Dec. 19th, P. M. — House.— B e- 
fore tbe result of the ballot was announced, Mr. 
McMullen inquired whether it would be in order to 
move a call of the House, as some gentlemen were 
absent, thinking the time wonid be occupied in de- 
bate. He said be did not know whether tbe last 
ballot had elected a Speaker or not. 

The C.erk said there had been no election, and 
announced the result as follows: 

Banks 102, Richardson 73, Fuller 37, Lester 2, 
Jewitt, Williams, Orr and F ester one each. 

Mr. Barclay txplair ed his position, in replying to 
his colleague, Mr. Campbell. He said he has never 
had the slightest sympathy with the Free-soil her- 
esy. He and his party friends regard it as the Ros- 
iuante of Cervantes, namely: a long, lean, miserable 
jackass. 

Mr. Barclay said he was in the last canvass op- 
posed to the Missouri line, and if a bill was intro- 
duced to restore the line he would be fouiid in sol- 
emn column with the democrats voting against it. 

Mr. Campbell of Pa. asked his colleague whether 
he was not elected as an anti Nebraskian. 

Mr. Barclay replied that he was regularly nomi- 
nated as the Democratic candidate and was opoosed 
as much to the restoration of the Missouri line as 
to its repeal, because the latter gave occasion for 
agitsiioc to break down the Democratic party and 
damage the Union. 

Mr. Whitney explained and defended the princi- 
ples legitimate of the American party at the North. 

Mr. Trafton wished to refer to some other points 
laid down at the North; holding in bis hand the 
platform of the American party of Mass. 

Mr. Whitney inquired— “Is that the platform or 
the bolters, or the legitimate par.y.” 

Mr. Trafton replied that the question was diffi- 
cult to answer, becanse the gentlemen find it diffi- 
cult not only to define their own position, bnt that 
of others. 

W oitney — Is it the platform of the party electing 
Governor Gardner a second time, or that of the 
party voting for Rockwell? 

Trafton — It is the platform of the Americans of 
Mass.. New Hampshire, Conn., Maine, and other 
Northern States. [Cries of “read it.”] 

1 rafton did so. The preamble aad resolutions 
being decidedly in opposition to the 12th section of 
the Philadelphia platform and avowing that the 
repose of the Union must be sought by relieving the 
national government from all connection with and 
responsibility for American slavery. 

Trafton remarked that as the gentleman Ls going 
to preach a sermon for the North, he onght to have 
a text. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Whitney said the platform belonged to the 
Free-soil party of Mass., rallying falsely under the 
banner of tae American party. He asserted, as hie 
solemn conviction, that the South no more desired 
a violation of the public faith ia the repeal of '.he 
Missouri lice, than did the North. It was forced 
indirectly on the better judgment of the South and 
the result is the agitation of the slavery question 
throughout the Union In concluding, Mr. Whit- 
ney submitted a resolution that the Houae proceed 
to elect a Speaker by ballot. 

The motfon was laid on the table — Ayes 213; 
Nays 7. 

Mr. Cadwalader congratulated the country upon 
this vote. It was a condemnation of the secret 
principles relied on by the Know-Nothings. 

_ Mr. Poller, of Penn, explained his position, oppo- 
sing the further agitation of the slavery question. 
If he had been here last Congress he would have 
opposed all territorial legislation; but he would not 
vote for the restoration of the Missouri line, and 
wool ’ admit Kansas with or without slavery. He 
would leave that to the people. 

Mr. Todd, of Pa, said, if he had before known 
this, he wonid have suffered his right hand to 
wither before voting for Mr. Fuller. 

Mr. Kelly replied to Mr. Whitney, saying that 
the basis of Know- Vothingism in New York was 
Free-soilism, aud that the latter could not have 
oeen elected to Congress had it not been for the di- 
visions among the Democracy. 
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friends to stand firm and. not to waive tbe demo- 
cratic organization, especially in an hoar when it 
had been purged of the last vestige of Free-soitism. 
The Democratic party is entering upon new tri- 
umphs of principle. 

Mr Foster re; Tied, saying that the Democrats 
bad placed themselves on a measure and not on n 
great principle for it had coaie out to-day, that the 
Nebraska bill is understood differently in one sec- 
tion from what it is in another. If principle were 
tbe test, let It speak but one language. He also 
condemned the Democratic caucus resolutions. 

The House then adjourned.

The second story, beneath, was occupied by the 
Eagle and Enquirer news-room, and the counting- 
room of tint journal aud of the Appeal These 
were soon on nre, although we are happy to state 
that the books, tiles, papers, and much farniture 
were saved. 

The lower story was occupied by Col. Locke, as 
au auction room and agency for Adams’ 4 Co.’s 
Express, by the Eagle and Enquirer's power-press, 
aud by F. 0 vueri as a fruit store. Everything on 
this floor was saved, thoogh somewhat in a damaged 
condition from the hasty removal. The power- 
press is believed to have escaped with co nparit- 
tiv ly little injury, though deluge with water, and 
covered over with the debris of the burning timber. 

The Whig building, immediately adjoining, wa- 
on fire on the roof, but extinquislied by the exers 
tionsof the firemen. The whole office of our co- 
temporary of the Daily Whig was, however deluged 
with water, and the building rendered untenable 
without repairs. Their injury is from water, and 
very considerable. 

The Appeal had in urauce to the amount of 82.- 
000, aud tiie Eagle and Enquirer to the amount of 
1 12,000 — nearly sufficient to replace those offices 
with the material destroyed, without taking into 
account the loss from the iuterruption of business, 
work on hand, &c. 

Mr. Ward, had $1,000 insurance on his bindery. 
Besides the loss of his machinery, materials, &c., 
there was a very considerable loss to other parties 
bv the des. ruction of work left there for binding. 
The Bulletin office comes in for a share of this, to 
the amount of 8300 or ©400 — the editions of the 
Medical Recorder, part of that of the Southern 
Parlor Magaz ne, aud other work there for blndiug, 
being al. destroyed. 

The Whig building was occupied, besides the 
Daily Whig newspaper and job-ufliee, by Mr. Wolf- 
kill’s bindery, in the upper, and Messrs. Ward A 
Jones, druggists on the lower floor. The bindery 
was drenched and flooded, thereby greatly injuring 
stock on haud, while in the removal of the stock of 
drugs there wat, of course, great damage. Their 
insurance was for $6,000. 

The issues of none of our cotemporaries will be 
suspended by this misfortune. 

The hooks, papers, Ac., of the Typographical 
Union, were almost entirely destroyed. 

Tbis is the third time onr friends of the Appeal 
have b en tried in tire. Beyond the interrnptiou of 
their business, their insurance will probably cover 
their loss.

Affairs in Kansas. 

The cmeutc in Kansas is at au end — the rebels of 
Lawrence have thought better of it, and have con- 
cluded to give up the persons for whom Sheriff 
Jones bad writs. The law, and the Territorial law, 
has therefore triumphed, aud without bloodshed. 
We annex a despatch received from Boonville last 
evening; 

The Missouri volunteers have disbanded and re- 
turned home in di-gust, because Gov. Shannon 
would not allow them to burn the town of Lawrence. 
The Abolitionists surrendered the individuals ob- 
noxious to the law, and Gov. Shannon theu de- 
manded that they world surrender their arms, bnt 
this they refused to do; and there the matter restH. 

The reporter has probably given too strong a 
coloring to the conduct of “the Missourians.” 
Whether this be so or uot, we are glad that the 
Governor prevented any injury to property in Law- 
rence, from Missourians or anybody else. The 
great point to be gain d was “the successful execu- 
tion o* the laws of Kansas upon the persons who 
had set those laws and the Governnici t at defiance.” 
The regult has established that tfc-re is law enough 
in ihe Territory to quell the rebellious-spirit which 
exists in aad about Lawrence, inculcated and fo- 
1 merited by Reeder, Lane, Robinson, Pomeroy A Co., 
and having once acknowledged the law. they can- 
not hereafter ^ set up opposition to it. This is the 
point gained, and it disarms and paralyse those 
who have been urging a portion of the people of 
the Territory to armed resistance — k-eping them- 
selves out of harm's way, but putting the necks of 
their tools in jeopardy.

A general convention o. dealers in cattle was 
held at Tammany Hall, New York, on Wednesday 
night last. Mr. Cbas. J. Watr-ms, of the firm of 
Van Brunt & Watrons, of New York, was called 
to the chair, aad Mr. J. E. Miles appointed Secre- 
tary. The call for the meeting was lengthy, and 
the New York Times reports it as — 

“Mainly setting forth that it was the intent of 
those assembled to effect a reduction from the 
present high rates charged for transportation of 
their stock from the West to the East, with im- 
provement of general facilities for shipping aud 
proper respect shown by the railroads to their 
rights and interest — further, to abolish the order of 
cattle brokers— to patronize the lines of railroad 
adopting a uniform tariff of rates for the ensuing 
year, and to select au organ that will impartia l)' 
report the sale of cattle, sheep and bogs, ‘and uot 
the probable price the owners aud cattle broker* 
think they will bri g. made up the day before, or 
toe morning of the day of tbe narket, as is&lleg d 
to be the case with the reports of ‘Robinson, of 
the N. Y. Tribune.’ which are designated in the 
call ‘injurioas and infamously false.’” 

Mr. A. C. Bryant, of Ohio, read a series of reso- 
lution-, which, after a lively discussion, W“re unan- 
imously adopted. They strongly denounced the 
system of extortion alleged to lie practiced by the 
railroads, “deeply censuring” those “converging at 
the city of New Yotk, for their dishonorable aud 
do-honest treatment of theii patrons,” appointed a 
committee to make an arrangement with the roads, 
disapproved “of the present system of credit estab- 
lished in the city ot New York, in the sale of live 
stock, which requires the use of third parties, at 
high and extortionate commissions, to perfect a con- 
veyance of property.” And, as to Solon Robin- 
son, of tbe Tribune — 

“ Resolved , That Robinson, of the New York 
Tribune, by his continuous and dishonest false re- 
ports of the cattle, sheep and hog markets, has for- 
feited all right and title to our respect and corfi- 
deuce; that he has, by (as we believe, raalicionriy 
and corruptly,) giving false reports of the markets, 
deeply injured producers, dealers aud consumirs; 
that we repudiate his reports a* incorrect, infa- 
mously false, and nc worthy the countenance of the 
tradiug public, and that ourcoimnittee be instruc- 
ted to si lect some other public journal of the city 
as our recognized organ.”

The 
sou'.m-rn f rnk c.f tbeCietk as yet is nearly uuoccu- 
oiefi Witt; oui d.t.^o in the sjisce we have just meu- 
i-ootu. Lot a culvert be built &!onj; thr southern 
bank of tbe creek, and the old bed of the stream 
fil ed up above high water, as it now is at First 
street, and inducement* wCJ be presented to prop- 
erty -k«iuers to erect buildings uj>on the fronts thus 
reclaimed, which will be an honor to the ciiy. By 
this means, Louisville will be enabled to make 
something like a reaaonab e display of her cityhood. 
She wiii then have, at comparatively small c st, one 
“1 the finest river fronts on the Ohio. Tin expen- 
diture necee-ary to accomplish this wi i, as tbe cltv 
progresses, amount to much less than will necessa- 
rily be expanded with the same amount of progress, 
in building suh.ible bridges over this tidiru.'iue 
chasm, at every cross street. At present, as is well 
known, the whole front of the city is periodically 
submerged. Bnt a little while since, it was neces- 
®*ry to thread dirty alley’s and lumber over muddy 
hill-, in an unpared part of the city, in or-er to 
reach the only landiLg place for steamboats. For

Another Steamboat Burned. — The steam- 
boat Unicorn, Capt. Wm. Gwartnev, on her down- 
ward trip from Lcfl ue, 5f i.-s., was totally consumed 
by fire, we learn, when about fifteen miles below 
Yazoo City. The following are the particulars of 
the ac ident, as furnished us by oue of the officers 
of the boat : 

The Unicorn left the upper Yazoo river, with 
about 1,450 bales of cotton, and eighteen cabin 
passengers. On Sunday, the 9th inst., abont 2 
o’clock, P. 51., directly after leaving the wood-yard 
of 51r. Wheeler, she wasdiscovered to be on tire on 
the lower tiers of bales, near the fire room on the 
larboard si le. A strong north wind blowing at the 
time, added materially to the fury of the destruc- 
tive element, and so rapidly spreid tbe flames, that 
in less than five miuutes after tbe discovery she 
was one solid sheet of fire. The passengers (among 
w.iom were several ladies) and the crew barely 
escaped with their lives, but it was impossible to 
p revent the loss of the baggage. The books aud 
papers of the boat were totally destroyed. There 
was a considerable amount of money iu the safe, 
which w.i3 also lost. The total loss' by the catas- 
trophe is estimated to amount 7to 875,000.
